A trip of 447 miles without touching 
or his machine in any shape or manner 
ig to adjust or repair it, and at a total 
running expense of $4.85 for tho 
whole trip, is the record made this 
m last week by Y. S. Darling of Auburn 
m in a Reo runabout, a machine listed at 
$650. 

Mr. Darling, with his wife, set out 
‘t last Sunday-in the little machine. ' The 
3 . purpose of the trip wiis more or less 
of au economy and endurance test, and 
as such it was a complete success. 

1 The trip was to Aroostook county 75 
1 miles beyond Bangor aud hence back 
to Watorvillo, to Skowlicgan, then to 
Farmington, to Livermore Palls, to 
Eumford Falls and hence home. 

Prom Auburn to Aroostook and back 
as far as Livermore Palls, the roads 
were excellent. Prom Livermore Palls 
to Itumford Palls and homo they were 
not so good. 

Mr. Darling and his wife maintained 
an actual running time for the trip of 
18 miles per hour, and also travelled 18 
miles per gallon of gasoline. 

Says Mr. Darling, “Our only running 1 
expenses were $4.85 for gasoline and ■ 
cylinder oil. < 

I did not touch a tool to tho car, nor I 
oven blow up a tire, during tho Whole ' 
trip. We did not have the least ' 
trouble, the car rode comfortably, and 1 
Wo enjoyed every mile. I believe that 
with strict economy, I could have f 
brought the cost down ouc cent per c 
mile or less, I used mofo oil and" . 
gasoline than was absolutely necessary, 
and with strict economy whuld have £ 
saved the extra few cents. A littlo 
over one cent per mile is 1 cheap travel¬ 
ing for two- passengers, Wc stopped at t 
moro places anti took our own 1 ti'mo 
about it than anyone could’ have done,- 
making the same trip by rail, and f 
waiting for trains.

electric train on the West Jorsey and 
' o Sonshoro railroad, Sunday afternoon, 
i0 at least fifty passengers perished and 
d the list may reach a total of 75. While 
4 crossing a draw bridge spanning tho 
water way known as “The Thorough- 
y fare’’ which separates Atlantic City 
Y from the main land, tho train left tho 
track and plunged into the water. 
f Tho passengers in the first two 
coaches, with one or two exceptions, 
wore drowned. Up to midnight Sunday 
j night twenty-Beven bodies had been re¬ 
covered and, it is believed, at least 25, 

' aud possibly fifty more bodies, are still 
in the submerged coaches, 
j The disaster, the worst that has hap¬ 
pened since the terrible Meadow wreck 
j °t July 30, 1896, occurred about 2.30 
Sunday afternoon, The train, made up 
•of throe heavy vestibuled electric 
I coaches, which left Camden at 1 
, o’clock in the afternoon, carried prob¬ 
ably, eighty passengers, as that num- 
' her of tickets is held by the conductor. 

' That official is uncertain, however, just 
; how many passengers were aboard, and, 

‘ until the bodies have been taken out 
of the submerged coaches, It will not 
, be possible to give oven an approxi¬ 
mate estimate of the dead. The cause 
of tho wreck has not been established. 
It'Was probably due oither to d’efoctivo 
rails, or the breaking of some part of 
the superstructure of tho first coach. 

’ It has already been suggested that the 
draw bridge, which had just been 
closed, after a passage of a yacht, may 
have not properly locked the rails. All 
theories Sunday night, however, are 1 
purely speculative as to the cause. ] 
While running at a speed said to \ 
have been modorate and not unusual, 
the first coach left tho rails and 1 
dragged those following it over tho 1 
ties for a distance of fifty foot. Sud- I 
denly swerving the first two coaches £ 
plunged over the side of the bridge * 
into tho water, fifteen foot below. The * 
third coach struck a heavy abutment, 4 
[ broke its couplings, and, for a brief t 
time, hung perilously suspended over l, 
the water. Brief as was this period, 
however, it gave moro than a score 
of passengers an Opportunity to escape 
by the roar door. Then the car slid p 
off and followed tho othor two into tho K 
water. It is believed every one in the „ i 
rear, or third ear, escaped alive, al- J 
though all were more or less injured, g 
Tho accident was witnessed by many 
persons on shore and assistance was “ 
promptly sent from Atlantic City, *. 

Tim trestle is about 15 feet above 
the water. The entire city was thrown % 
into a state of excitement as the news al 


reached town about half past two 
o’clock, a few minutes.after the trage¬ 
dy. Fully 5000 people crowded the 
Meadows and the trestle, many rela¬ 
tives’ and friends crying in despair for 
loved ones. Chief of Polico Maxwell 
had a-cordon of polico swung around 
tho doath circle, and Chief Black of 
the fire department called out his men 
on an emergency call and put them on 
temporary police duty. Thore were 
seven bodios recovered up to 7 o’clock.

Mr. Becker admitted with a show 
of nonchalance that be owns the fine 
apartment house at 204 West Ninety- 
fourth street, where he has lived for 
a long time. He seemed surprised 
that it should be considered unas;;?-’ 
for a chef to own a home in a fine 
residential district.

More than 20 tons of real manna 
have just fallen from the skies in 
Turkestan, to the superstitious awe 
of the natives. 

The manna fell in a district almost 
bare of^ trees, and it was eagerly col¬ 
lected by the poverty-stricken vil¬ 
lagers, who ground it into flour and 
made cakes of it. 

Ignorant of its natural origin, they 
regarded it as a gift from heaven. 

As a matter of fact, manna is the 
result of the burrowing of a certain 
worm in trees. It is a regular article 
of commerce in the east, the inanna 
ash tree being cultivated in Sicily. 

But the manna that has just created 
so proround an impression in Turkes¬ 
tan is not quite the same. 

A high authority on Biblical natural 
history states that it is the work of 
a worm that only produces this sub¬ 
stance under certain climatic condi¬ 
tions, which obtain only about once 
m every 15 years or so. 

These worm casts, when dry, are 
very light., and in the present case 
they were probably caught up by a 
whirlwind and carried away to a great 
distance. 

The falling of a dense shower of 
these edible casts would naturally be 
regarded by the natives as a wonder 

It is possible that the Israelites ex¬ 
perienced this while wandering in the 
desert, and although the cause was 
perfectly natural, to them it was in 
effect a direct interposition of provi¬ 
dence in their behalf. 

The word “inanna” means in He¬ 
brew “I know not.” In Turkestan the 
word has a similar meaning. 

In Australia manna is obtained from 
a eucalyptus tree. It was formerly 
used medicinally in children’s all 
ments. 


Green Ray Is Seen at Sunset. 

The “Green-ray" is to be seen for 
an instant just at the time of disap¬ 
pearance of the setting sun below a 
clear horizon. Prof. Rambout finds 
that the phenomenon can be entirely 
accounted for by the generally re- 
celved view of the chromatic disper¬ 
sion of the atmosphere combined with 
selective absorption. It is not neces¬ 
sary to make elaborate experiments 
or to go on a sea voyage in order to 
observe the green ray. By fixing a 
screen and covering the focal plate 
of a telescope, or better still, a dia¬ 
phragm with a narrow diametral slit, 
a green or blue flash can be seen at 
the top of the sun's disk and a red 
fringe at the bottom any time that 
the sun is near the horizon and the 
observation can be repeated as often 
as desired.

Road-tarring on a large scale has 
been seen in France during the prep¬ 
aration for the Grand Prlx race. The- 
tarring is carried out on the Lassaii- 
ly system by the use of the most im¬ 
proved apparatus for heating the far 
and applying it to the surface of the’ 
road. Commenced on the 25th of May,, 
the operation lasted scarcely ten day 3 : 
for the 500,000 square yards which: 
were covered, employing two gangs, 
each made up of six drivers and eight 
horses, together with eight men for 
spreading the tar, counting the men' 
needed for sanding the road after the 
tarring. A fine road is the result of 
this operation, says the Scientific 
American, and it shows that by the. 
use of the proper apparatus a large, 
extent of road can be treated vvititia 
a short time and with a small amount 
of labor. At the last moment the ex¬ 
cess of sand which covers the layer of 
tar will he swept off by the four 
sweeper wagons employed by M. Las- 
sailiy, when the cars will be able to- 
run under ideal condition's. Such a 
process, far from being an extra ex¬ 
pense, is now recognized as an actual 
economy, seeing that the cost of fceep- 
iQK up the road becomes much less* 
and this pays for the tarring ex¬ 
penses, and may even exceed the lat¬ 
ter, as has been found during a long 
series of observations made in France-

There are also many small things 
which may be put into the room that 
add greatly to the comfort of the oc¬ 
cupant. A card giving the hours of 
arriving and departing trains and 
mails, and a laundry list, witli the 
day and hour that the messenger will 
call for the linen, marked on it, will 
be found extremely useful. 

A thoughtful hostess will put a

All this sounds extravagant, but just 
try it and see for yourself with how 
small an amount of money' one can 
provide these additional comforts.

IMPOSING FUNERAL OF BIRD. 

Sparrow Buried by Spaniards with 
Military Honors. 

Remarkable was the funeral of a 
sparrow in Cuba which was attended ■ 
by no fewer than 6,000 soldiers, says! 
the New York Tribune. The Story of j 
this singular event is both curious and j 
dramatic. At the commencement of; 
the ten years' war the Spaniards chose i 
the sparrow as their emblem, typi¬ 
fying the. courage and pertinacity with \ 
which they intended to prosecute the | 
war, While they contemptuously spoke | 
of the enemy—the natives—as “eats.” ! 
One clay in March, 1SG9, so runs the j 
story, a Spanish soldier saw a cat 
pounce on a, sparrow; lie rushed to 
the rescue, disabled the 'cat with a 
blow from his rifle, and took the dy¬ 
ing bird from its mouth. 

The tragic event was reported to 
the general commanding the Spanisli 
forces, who promptly gave orders that 
the cat should be court-martialed, and 
that the sparrow should he interred 
with military honors. All the princi¬ 
pal officials and residents of Cuba 
were invited to the funeral, which the 
bishop of Solatia was ordered to con¬ 
duct. A bier was prepared, and the 
dead bird was placed on a bed of 
lilies and roses, the sorrowful tribute 
of the officers’ wives, and to the sound 
of muffled drums and the tramp of 
6,000 following soldiers the long pro¬ 
cession Wound its way to the out- 
skirts of Havana, where the sparrow | 
was laid to rest with full military hon¬ 
ors. 

To find a parallel to this singular 
homage paid to a bird one has to go 
back nearly 2,000 years to the days 
of Claudius I., fourth Roman em¬ 
peror, when- the death of a. crow 
plunged all Romo Into mourning. For 
many a yehr the bird had been a 
great favorite of the citizens, and its 
talents and tricks were a constant 
topic of conversation. One day, to 
the anger and grief of thousands, the 
bird was killed—a crime Which cost 
the culprit his life—and it was de¬ 
cided to give the crow a "state” fu« 
neral, The dead bird was borne to 
its grave by a couple of slaves, pre¬ 
ceded by a military band playing 
mournful music, and behind the corpse 
followed thousands of mourners, In¬ 
cluding the most highly placed and 
the wealthiest of Roman citizens.
